“commission row,” three men were 
shot—James Pace and Vincent Spi- 
cuzza, partners in the business, and 
Joseph Spicuzza, a clerk.

Renewal of Gang War. 

The killings mark the renewal of 
the gang war in which the Gilan- 
nola and Russo factions have been 
engaged the last year, and which 
sen inactive so far as public 
shooting is concerned for the last 
month.

Griffin an associate of the Rue- 
sos, was also accused of a pert 
in the Palazzolo murder, but pros- 
ecution of him and of others in- 
dicted in the case, was abandoned 
after the acquittal of Ralph Calico. 

Police Find No Witnessca, 

The police have found no one 
except Griffin, dangerously wound- 
ed and close-lipped, who saw the 
shooting within the lot, or who 
knew how Russo, Longo and Grif- 


fin were induced to enter the 
fenced inclosure. 

The lot, 100 by 150 feet, has a 
board fence at the west, and wire 


fences at the other sides Longo's 
body was found under a tree in the 
southeast corner of the lot, about 
80 feet from the half-open door of 
the shed. Russo's body was near 
the south fence. Their automo- 
biles were near, and three auto- 
matic pistols and .one revolver 
were on or near the bodies. 

Bullet holes in the door of the 
shed, and many 45-caliber shells. 
such as are used in machine guns. 
indicate that such a weapon was 
taken there, and that after the 
three men were in range, it was 
turned upon them. An old suit- 
case, left in the doorway of the 
shed, and containing only some 
4irty underwear, may have been 
veed In ‘transporting the machine 
gun. 

Persons in the neighborhood saw 
two automobiles leaving the lot by 
a driveway just after the shooting. 
They were a Chrysier sedan and « 
Buick sedan. They were seen to 
run north to Page avenue, then 
east to Ogden avenue and north 
on Ogden. |

Crowds of cheering spectators 
greeted the racers as they pulled 
up here at dusk last night. The 
two steamers were belching clouds 
of black smoke from their twin 
funnels and their whistles were 
shrieking. 

When the boats were brought to 
a stop, Frederick Way, president 
of the packet company, challenger 
of the Chris Greene, brought the 
elk horns aboard the rival and 
presented them to Capt. Chris 
Greene, who had commanded his 


own craft. 


The race started at Cincinnati at 
5:05 o'clock. The Chris Greene 
had been at anchor there await- 
ing her rival. The Betsy Ann 
pulled up on the starboard side 
and finally nosed up even with 
the Chris Greene.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Total 
resources of all National and State 
banks in the United States are ap- 
proximately $70,000,000,000 as dis- 


closed in the annual report of R. 
N. Sims, ‘secretary-treasurer of the 
National Association of Supervisors 
of State Banks. The report was 
mitted for a convention today at 
Coney Island. 

On Feb. 28, last, there were 26,- 
699 banks of, which 18,965 were 
state and 7734 national. Total de- 
posits were $56,714,516,861; total 
capital surplus and undivided ,ro- 
fits, $8,165,241,004; total POTS Ce, 
$69,439,471,224. 

Total deposits were cess ant 
297 above the previous high rec- 
ord of March 23, 1927, and totcl 
resources had increased $3,693,- 
622,613 since that date. Since 1919, 
when Sims made his first com- 
plete report, deposits showed an 
increase of 51 per cent, resources, 
48 per cent, capital, surplus and 
undivided pragits, 55 per cent. In 
the nine-year period, however, the 
total number ofybanks had de- 
creased 2114 of which 2063 were 
state banks and 51 national. 

On Feb. 28, deposits in state 
banks were 54 per cent jn excess 
of the deposits of the  a”ational 
banks, resources of the state banks 
51 per cent and capital surplus 
and undivided profits 38 per cent 
in excess of that of the natianals. 

Mr. Sims, whg is vice president 
of the Hibernia Bank & Trust Co.

Strawn Says Dry Issue Is Properly 
Social, Not Political. 
By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., July 25.—Ad- 
dressing the convention of the 
American Bar Association here to- 
day, Silas H. Strawn of Chicago, 
president, declared that prohibition 
was perhaps the § biggest social 
problem confronting the nation, 
but that it should not be a politi- 
cal issue. 

Choosing as _ his topic, “Fifty 
Years’ Progress in Law,” Strawn 
voiced a plea for law observance, 
pointing to what he declared was 
an alarming increase in violence 
during the last half century. The 
Constitution should be obeyed or 
amended, he said, but must not be 
nullified. 

“Notwithstanding the, decisions 
of the courts, the eighteenth 
amendment and its erforcing legis- 
lation still are the subject ‘of much 
acrimonious debate,” he said. “It 
is asserted by some, who should ve 
in a position to know, that prohi- 
bition has been of incalculable ben- 
efit to our industries by reducing 
absenteeism and improving effi- 
ciency and production. Also, that 
it has greatly promoted the general 
welfare and increased the savings 
of our laboring people. 

“On the other Hand, the crime 
survey shows that crimes of vio- 
lence, especially in urban centers, 
committed largely by bootleggers 
and beer runners, bave increased 
to an alarming extent. It is assert- 
ed that the existing condition con- 
duces to a growing disregard of 
law, especially by our young peo- 
ple, to an extent that is appalling.”

Some 
of the books and documents have 
not yet been released for publica- 
tion, having been given with the 
understanding that the release 
dates would extend over a period 
of from 10 to 40 years. 

The nominee says this library is 
the most complete in the world. 
Besides dealing with the war it- 
self, it is rich in material con- 
cerning one of the most dramatic 
events of the struggle, the over- 
throw of the Czar by the Bolshe- 
viki.

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1350 MARINES ORDERED BACK 


TO U. S, FROM TIENTSIN AREA | 


13 Planes and Flying Forces Also 
to Return, Leaving 2615 
Men in China. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—-Ap- 
proximately 1350 Marines on duty 
in Tientsin, China, are to be home- 
ward bound soon. Orders for their 
immediate withdrawal were issued 
late yesterday by Acting Secretary 


of the Navy Robinson after a con- | 
ference with State Department of- | 


ficials. His action was recommend- 
ed by Rear Admiral Mark L, Bris- 


tol, commanding the Asiatic fleet, 
and Brig. Gen. Smedley Butler, in 
charge of marine forces in the Ori- 
ent. 

In addition, 13 planes and about 
95 officers and men of the marine 
flying forces were ordered from 
Tientsin to Guam. A total of 90 
officers and 1437 men will remain 
in the Tientsin district, with 58 
officers and 1030 men at’ Shanz- 
hai. Approximately 60 naval ves- 
esis are now in Chinese waters. 
No change in the number of ships 
or sailors is contemplated. 

It is known that Admiral Bristol 
and General Butler recommended 
the withdrawal on the ground that 
the situation no longer necessi- 
tated the maintenance of marines 
in China.
